On the other hand, if It Is chown

that the Ancons netually tried Lo es.
cape and continued s efforis to get
away alter being warned by the sub-
marines, it is belleved here that this
Government will not make an jssye of
the case, even though Americans were
lost.

Indemnity Doubtful.

Just as the circumstances of the
sinking of the Anconn will delermine
the gravity of the lssue between the
two Governments, so it will nffect the
interests of the leirs of Americans
lost with the vessel, in the opinion of
officials lere. It I8 pointed out that
if the Anconn was torpedoed In viola-
tion of International law, this Gov:
ernment will demand indemnity for
the loss of American lives. On the
other hand, If It & shown that the
Austrian submarine complied with the
requirements of international law, this
Government will have no ground upon
to make u demand for In.
